John Brown the Only Man Living Who Was 

- + One of the Discovering Party. 

Of the considerable number of men 
who worked for Captain Sutter: in: his 
moll ‘at Coloina, ‘Cal., where, on Janu- 
ary: 24,1848, James’ W. Marshall dis- 
covered gold, only. one is living to-day, 
and ‘he is James* Brown, a hardy. plo- 
heer, now. seventy years.of age, who 
makes his home with ao grandchild in 
‘the Pomona Valley. ©

washed the yellow grains in. thie camp, 
dough pan, and it. was: he- who -first 
tested the flaky” scales with fire.
